The T rend T oward Monopoly 
By George Sokotsky 


Since 
the 
adm inistration o f 
William McKinley this govern­ 
ment has been fighting oif mon­ 
opolies with very little success 
because of the process oi produc­ 
tion 
and 
distribution 
becomes 
more complicated the inital cap­ 
ital outlay becomes greater and 
the contii uing cost of operations 
involves increasing ready captial. 
Futherm ore, many monoplies 
con e into being in the U n i ted 
Sirtes through governm ent sub­ 
sidies which give some enterpris­ 
er an advantage which others do 
not have. Many corporations op­ 
erate on what might be called a 
continuous 
overdraft: 
that 
is, 
they are always in debt, not only 
to their stockholders, which is a 
norm al cha.raclerist.ic of private 
ownership but to banks, insuran­ 
ce companies, finance corpora­ 
tions have the advantage of be­ 
ing m em bers of a mutually sup­ 
porting group that becomes polit­ 
ically powerful. 
The capitalist system 
cannot 
survive if either governm ent of 
private monopolies exist in suf­ 
ficient num bers and size as to 
elim inate competition and there­ 
fore to lessen, if not to deaden, 
the opportunity oi new and sm all­ 
er enterprises to come into ex­ 
istence. 
The reductio. of autora o b ile 
m anufacturers by bankruptcies 
and am algam ations, to four is 
Dot a wholesome process and no 
m atter what justifiable economic 
reason there may be for this, in 
the sociology of the country it is 
unfortunate because m o n o p oly 
m ust .inevitable lead to socialism 
which is governm ent ownership 
and operation of the m eans of 
production, distribution and ex­ 
change. Socialism is monopoly. 
In studying the labor situation 
in Hawaii, I find that one of the 
factors in making such a charac­ 
ter as H arry Bridges so power­ 
ful is that the ownership of in- 
«.ustry and communications o f 
Hawaii is so concentrated that if 
a m anagem ent group makes a 
particular labor leader its chosen 
associate, for whatever convem- 
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ence; that leader can establish a 
labor monopoly. 
The Matson Line enjoys a vir­ 
tual monopoly of shipping be­ 
tween the mainland and Hawaii, 
which is as much due to the at­ 
titude of the Federal M aritime 
Board which not only takes the 
position that a favored instrum ent 
is acceptable under our govern­ 
m ental system but that a mon­ 
opoly is perm issible in our econ- 
my. as it is to 'the disappearance 
of all real completition. 
There has been a controversy 
between the Pacific F ar E a s t 
Line and the Matson Line over 
this issue of monopoly. The un­ 
subsidized branch of the Pacific 
F ar E ast Line applied to the Fed­ 
eral M aritim e Board for a ser­ 
vice between the mainland and 
Hawaii. To this the Matson Line 
objected. The board’s exam iner 
recom m ended the c o m p e tit ion, 
but he 
was 
overruled 
by the 
board by a 2-1 vote. 
So the Pacific F ar East Line 
went to court and there the as­ 
tonishing 
thing 
happened 
that 
the Federal M aritim e Board took 
the position that the courts have 
no authority to review the board’s 
actions except in a limited area 
of the Shipping Act of 1926, as 
am ended, and the Intercoastal. 
Shipping Act of 1933, as amended. 
The argum ent of the board is 
an old one and has often been 
cited, nam ely, 
that 
only 
the 
Supreme Court is an instrum ent " 
of the Constitution; and federal 
courts having been, created by 
Congress, may only perform such 
functions as Congress designates 
and in this instance. Congress did 
not specifically provide for judi­ 
cial review. 
On the other hand, it is in­ 
creasingly clear that it is not in 
public i n t e r e s t that feder a 1 
boards, under adm inistrative law, 
create monopolies or 
s e l e c t 
chosen instrum ents with monopo­ 
listic 
powers, 
and t h a t they 
should be free from judicial re­ 
view for any reason whatsoever. 
This is tantam ount to granting 
an irrevocable royal charter and 
is against public police. It is con­ 
tended by the Pacific F ar East 
Line that the Matson Line car­ 
ries 95 per cent of the Pacific 
coast Hawaii trade. 
There m ay be many justifiable 
reasons for that; 
among 
them 
that in the past history of this 
traffic, other, lines collapsed. I 
recall that the Dollar Line used 
tc be in that trade, old Capt. 
Robert Dollar being one of its < 
notable pioneers. Two w ars may 
, have had something to do with 


the development of a single unit 
of operation. 
But the past history is not per­ 
tinent. What m atters is that one 
com pany enjoys so large a share 
of an enterprise... It is within the 
Am erican system that com peti­ 
tion should be encouraged. T h e 
trend toward economic monopoly 
in Hawaii is not to be regarded 
favorably, particualrlv if Hawaii 
is ever to become a state.

It is this air of confidence, 
rnore* so than TtTe victories them 
selves, that is causing many Mil 
waukeeans to consider the pen 
nant race as all over but the cel­ 
ebrating. 


Certainly it s still possible for 
the Braves to lose. But it’s highly 
unlikely that they will and Haney 
knows it.

Most of the girls who arc pack 
ing their sw eaters, skirts, shorts 
and ancient, raccoon coats to en­ 
ter college this fall may look for­ 
ward to at least 25 years of paid 
work outside the home after grad­ 
uation.

The report states: 
"Now, at least nine out of every 
ten women are likely to work out­ 
side the home in the course of 
their lives. Women who reached 
adulthood around the turn of the 
century participated in paid em ­ 
ployment, on the average, for it 
years in the course of their lives. 
Those who reached adulthood just 
before World W a r 
are likely, 
on the average to work over 20 
years. Today’s schoo1 girls may 
spend 25 years or more in work 
outside the hom e.” 
This news is going to com e a- 
a shock to today’s marriage-m ind­ 
ed college girls, 
most of whom 
aren’t at all interested in being 
career women. 
~ A~suFvrjr of more than 3.000 col 
lege girls made recently by the 
United States Department of L a­ 
bor reveals that only one-fourth 
of them 
want business 
careers, 
and 
nearly 
half say flatly 
that 
they prefer not to work after m ar­ 
riage. 
However, the cold facts of the 
cost of living keep a growing num ­ 
ber of young women on the office 
payroll after m arriage. And after 
they start having children it often 
turns out to be even more neces­ 
sary for them to earn an incom e.
